NARCISSUS or DAFFODILS 


The Narcissus are early spring-blooming flowers which 
succeed especially well in the hardy border. They are unex- 
celled for naturalistic and formal plantings and also valuable 
for cutting. Once planted, they need not be lifted for many 
years. Flowers appear in early April.
